Traveled differently when I was 
young. Used to take two days to 
get down to the shore. Two days 
and at least one good team of 
horses. The buggy was slower 
than the automobile we use today, 
but it got there. And after all, 
what was the use of hurrying? 

Remember when I was seven 
years old. They had just put in the 
first railroad line to Atlantic City. 
It ran down the island to the Ele- 
phant Hotel in Margate.

A total of 129 boys from Mont- 
gomery County left Thursday for 
Government Citizens' Military 
Training Camps in various parts of 
the East. They will remain there 
until August 6. 

Among the contingent were many 
from Narberth and Lower Merion. 
Five of these left for Fortress Mon- 
roe at Norfolk, Virginia, but the 
majority will spend their time at 
Camp Meade, Maryland. 

Last year nearly two score boys, 
from this section, most of them stu- 
dents at Lower Merion High, at- 
tended the C. M. T. C camps, but 
a smaller number is going this year. 
Lower Merion was second only to 
Ambler in the number of stu'eut 
soldiers., it, sent to camp last season. 
'AirmocTeT~of transportation vere 
used by the student soldiers in get- 
ting to camp. Some went by boat 
to Baltimore and used the train for 
the rest of the distance. Others mo- 
tored and still a few more started 
out early and hiked part of the way. 
Most of them made the journey 
in pairs though a few parties were 
organized from different sections. 
One of these was composed of boys 
from Norristown and the upper part 
of the county who made connections 
at the county seat for the "River 
Valley Express," which took them 
to West Philadelphia, where they 
made connections for a southern ex- 
press which took them to Odenton, 
Maryland. A special coach was put 
on this train to take care of the up- 
county contingent.

JUNE LEADS AS USUAL 

The marriage business in Mont- 
gomery County is on the increase, 
according to Clerk Harry W. Akins, 
of the. county marriage license bu- 
reau at Norristown, and June as us- 
ual is leading all other months so 
far this year. A total of 270 li- 
censes were issued by the county bu- 
reau this June as compared to 241 
for the same time last year. 

"Looks like we're going to break 
all records this year," said Cupid 
Akins. "Last year up to the end of 
June 811 licenses were issued in the 
six months. This year in six 
months we have issued 827 li- 
censes." 

"But doesn't the high cost of liv- 
ing seem to make the young cou- 
ples cautious? Don't you find that 
most of the people who apply for li- 
censes are well above the legal 
age?" he was asked. 

"Quite the contrary," replied 
Akins, "the couples who come in 
here bring their parents with them 
to sign the papers. If the cost of 
living were to be judged by the 
number of young couples who get 
marriage licenses, butter would be 
selling for 10 cents a pound and 
eggs for a nickel a dozen." 

Many couples are granted li- 
censes without appearig at the 
courthouse in person. Mr. Akins 
described how this was possible. 

"Many people work every day in 
the week and do not wish to lose 
the time. to come in here. Others 
live out in the country so far that it 
would inconvenience them to come 
here. These people put in an appli- 
cation with the justice of the peace 
who sends it in to us. The mar- 
riage license is mailed to the couple. 
Of course, this costs two fees, but 
the time saved is very often worth 

"No," concluded Akins, "Cupid 
hasn't fallen down on the job. We 



CHANGE OF PARKING 
RULES IS SUGGESTED 

Congestion of Traffic on Nar- 
berth Avenue Becomes ' 
Worse. 



PARK ONE SIDE ONLY 



. Increasing traffic congestion on 
Haverford avenue has been com- 
mented on recently by several local 
residents. Automobiles, trucks and 
busses passing through the centre of 
town have been delayed and annoy-, 
ing traffic jams and snarls have re- 
sulted in many near-collisions. 

Several causes for this situation 
have been pointed out by leading 
citizens. Parking at an angle and 
on both sides of the street has 
merely accentuated the trouble, 
which is caused primarily by the 
narrowness of Haverford avenue, 
the, steep slope of the hill beyond 
the corner of Narberth avenue, and 
the built-up corners obstructing a 
view^of traffic at the intersections of 
Narb*erth, Forest and Essex ave- 
nues. 

To alleviate the situation it has 
been suggested that parking be pro- 
hibited on one side of Haverford 
avenue. This would provide addi- 
tional space for the passage of 
through traffic, and would eliminate 
a large proportion of the trouble. 

The banning of parking on both 
sides of Haverford avenue would, 
of course, be more effective ; but this 
seems too radical a measure for con- 
templation at present. 

It seems that nothing can or 
should be done about changing the 
method of parking cars at an angle. 
The 45-degree angle of parking 
now in vogue has demonstrated its 
superiority over the old manner of 
parking parallel to the curb. How- 
ever, the present system undoub f - 
edly ties up a considerable amount 
of space on Narberth's main street. 

Therefore the banning of parking 
on '_.ne side of Haverford avenue, 
or "^ least on portions of each side 
near street corners, is a step which 
will merit the consideration of civic 
authorities.

If You Read "The Mauve Decade" 
Now Available at the Library. 

A much-discussed book among the 
new publications of this spring is "The 
Mauve Decade," by Thomas Beer. It 
is now available at the Community 
Library. It is an impressionistic ac- 
count of the manners, modes, customs 
and outstanding figures of the period 
from 1890 to 1900, commonly called 
"the nineties." So great a majority of 
people now living have active mem- 
ories of that period, and so many of 
them were influenced by the ideas of 
that time, that this book will be widely 
read, but probably not widely agreed 
to. 

The advice of the library regarding 
this book is that intelligent people 
should read it, but keep a good grip 
on their own ideas and opinions while 
they are doing so. There is nothing 
dangerous or harmful in it, but Mr. 
Beer's opinions have only the weight 
of Mr. Beer's judgment, and that is 
a quality which is very likely to 
change, for it is said that he is still a 
young man. However, he is an in- 
teresting young man, with a good 
background and training. 

The book is written in what is often 
called the "modern" style, and, too 
frequently, Mr. Beer, in his desire to 
sustain his derisive opinions of those 
times, is obliged to employ innuendo 
to sustain his point — and that, of 
course, is not sufficient to convince an 
intelligent person who has well 
grounded opinions to the contrary. It 
is a good thing to match opinions with 
any mind as keen as Mr. Beer's. 

The popular appeal of this book will 
be limited from a library point of 
view, but those who are sufficiently 
interested to keep going in it will 
enjoy the experience and will emerge 
with renewed faith in their own opin- 
ions, or with an entirely new set of 
ideas about the society of their child- 
hood or youth.

Flics,.»may have a place in the vast 
scheme of nature which, from the 
standpoint of nature's plan of economy, 
may justify the fly's existence, but 
because of our yet extremely limited 
knowledge of 6uch plans we are not 
able to grasp or comprehend them. 
Also because of our inability to 'get 
the scheme," we seem to be justified 
in our war upon the intolerable nui- 
sance of the common "house fly." We 
know, of course, beyond doubt of any 
kind, that he is a carrier of contami- 
nation and a carrier of such extraordi- 
nary activity and ability as to be a 
menace to the health and life of the 
genus homo. 

For this reason a campaign of 
"SWAT THE FLY" is justifiable. 
Swat him always. Swat him with a 
swatter. Swat him with sticky fly- 
paper. Swat him with sweetened poi- 
sonous solutions. Swat him with pow- 
ders destructive and disruptive of his 
organs of respiration. Swat him with 
sprays and vapors. Swat him with 
fly-traps. But, anyhow, SWAT him— 
and swat him to stay swatted! In 
waging this war of extermination 
judgment must be used, and the cun- 
ning of the intended victim of death 
must constantly be kept in mind. 
Therefore, the following advice and 
injunctions: 

New Methods of "Swatting." 
It is common practice to spread 
sticky fly-paper' upon bureau, bed or 
table top, and let it go at that. Iry 
the right way. Darken the room ex- 
cept a minute ray of light at the win- 
dow and put the sticky fly-paper there. 
Flies like light and will naturally seek 
it and one fly stuck to the paper will 
help attract all the flies in the darkened 
room to the spot and the fly-paper 
will do the rest. This same method is 
the proper one for sweetened poison 
solutions made with poison fly-paper 
and water or sweetened solutions o£ 
arsenic or cobalt (it is taken for 
granted that common sense will guide 
the user into adopting necessary pre- 
cautions in keeping children and do- 
mestic animals out of harm of the 
sweetened poisons) and fly-traps. .In 
the case of fly-traps be sure to im- 
prison a few flies before placing the 
trap in the lighted space. 

There are several valuable and re- 
liable spray solutions on the market 
which, by spraying into a room toward 
the flies on the ceiling or in a window, 
will kill almost immediately. the 
same is true of finely powdered vege- 
table substances of kinds which can 
be purchased at the drug store ihe 
smoke or vapor of burning pyscthuven 
is a very active and entirely reliable 
destructive agent. Care must be taken 
when burning the powdered flowers 
to arrange a proper vessel ior the 
inflamed material, that the heat, de- 
veloped does not ruin the furniture 
upon which it stands. A. simple device 
is a saucer or lid of a tin box placed 
in a shallow vessel of water. 

The Fly Menace Is Serious. 
Do not let the natural inclination of 
all of us to scoff at the warnings and 
abjurations of the man of science mis- 
lead us into the common error ol be- 
lieving or thinking that there ,s no 
danger in the common house fly. ihe 
thought or feeling that father and 
mother or grandfather and grand- 
mother were not killed by a fly s 
doings does not justify us m believing 
that the fly is not a dangerous insect 
Remember that the lessening of intant 
mortality is largely due to sanitation— 
and the death rate lias been lowered 
In order to convince yourselt that 
contaminating material is carried and 
spread by the fN, take a few minutes 
time to examine the little rascal care- 
fully. Much that is hidden from com- 
mon observation can be seen with the 
aid of a magnifying glass, and still 
more illuminating is the aid given by 
a microscope. But— whether you be-
